1 . (Currently Amended) A method of advertising or promoting, said method comprising: 

projecting a light pattern comprising one or more illuminated areas from a 

projector onto a screen, said light pattern defining a message or announcement area; and 
projecting a picture from the projector onto said screen into said one 

illuminated areas; 

wherein outlines of said one or more illuminated areas correspond to outlines of 
the screen and wherein each of the one or more illuminated areas has a shape selected 
from the group consisting of an icon and a letter .

8. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1, wherein the projected light pattern is 
provided by editing a digital image defining said areas to be illuminated in order k pro\ kit 
mask, the method comprising the following image processing steps of: 

darkening part of the image surrounding said areas, 
cleaning colors from within said areas, and 

drawing up contours of said areas in the picture with a colored non-black line. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 8. further comprising the - >■ • H 
captured pictures by use of said mask in order to have said pictures projected within said areas 
defined by said non-black line. 

10. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1, wherein different pictures are shown 
ir different i uminated areas. 

(Previously Presented) A method according to claim 8, wherein the step of editing the 
image comprises using an alpha key. 

12. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 8, wherein the step of darkening 
comprises providing a color tyjv ! ack 1, c or the part surrounding said areas.

67. (New) An arrangement according to claim 24, wherein the one or more illuminated areas 
stand alone. 

68. (New) An arrangement according to claim 24, wherein the one or more illuminated areas 
are mounted on a roof of a building. 

69. (New) An arrangement according to claim 24, wherein the one or more illuminated areas 
are hanging over an entrance of a store. 
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
